Heavy Traffic Anticipated. 
S. R-. Callaway, president of the 
New York Central, srates that the 
Central is actually short of freight 
cars, so sudden has b een the in­ 
crease in b usiness.

the next few months, and he adds : 
“ I b elieve that the railroads are 
going to get good rates for it.

pooling.” 
An official of the Erie line says : 
“ It is true tliat there is a heavy in­ 
crease in freight tralfic. 
Witli few 
exceptions the 
principal 
points 
along our lines are off'ering more 
freight b usiness than we can con­ 
veniently handle. 
This condition 
applies mainly to eastb ound sliip- 
ments, although there is a very 
crood westb ound traffic as well. 
The prospects are excellent tor fall 
and winter b usiness, and from the 
railroad point of view the indi­ 
cations are that 
we shall 
have 
an extensively 
satisfactory 
sea­ 
son, not only in the volume of b us­ 
iness, 
b ut as regards rates. 
It 
seems to me that 
all industries 
ought to make money. 
Competi­ 
tion, 
however, is 
very keen. 
I 
think that rates will b e maintained. 
The outlook is favorab le in that 
respect. 
One 
or two quarters 
where rates were weak have b een 
materially strengthened recently. 
Even in the west I do not appre­ 
hend that there will b e any serious 
rate disturb ance.”

Clar k, in beginning his ad­ 
dr ess, laid down the pr oposition 
that 
the democr acy 
had always 
favor ed fr eedom of thought, fr ee­ 
dom of speech and fr eedom of the 
pr ess; 
that 
ever y 
man 
has the 
r ight to his opinion and to expr ess 
that opinion whenever he pleases, 
pr ovided he does so in polite lan­ 
guage. 
He did 
not 
pr opose 
to 
abuse any man for being a r epubli­ 
can, 
though he wished all men 
wer e democr ats and believed they 
would be better off it tney wer e, 
for democr acy means economy in 
the expenditur e of public funds in 
or der that labor may not be op­ 
pr essed by bur densome taxes. 
The only honest policy for any 
par ty is to live up to the pr omises 
it has m ade; politics is business, 
and ser ious business at that, and 
the poor man has a gr eater inter est 
in good gover nment than any other 
man : the r ich can live under any 
for m of gover nment, but the poor 
man must have fair laws and just 
policies or he will suffer . 
It is fair , the speaker said, to 
judge a tr ee by its fr uits, and it is 
by the acts of the pr esent congr ess 
that the r epublican par ty should be 
judged. 
In the house of this congr ess the 
r epublicans had a major ity of 55 
over all opposition, and Reed, the 
speaker , is r uthless in suppr essing 
even the r ight of 
debate on the 
par t of the minor ity. 
The r epub­ 
licans in the house can do just as 
they please. 
N o w what have they 
done? 
T h ey have passed just thr ee im­ 
por tant 
measur es— the 
Dingley 
tar iff bill, the war bill and the war 
r evenue bill. 
T he war bill wais passed almost 
unanimously, ther e being but six 
votes against the pr eliminar y r eso­ 
lutions. 
Democr ats, 
r epublicans 
and populists alike suppor ted the 
r esolutions and hence the war bill 
is not a par ty measur e. 
Hence the r epublican par ty must 
be judged by the Dingley bill and 
the war r evenue bill. 
Ther e have been thr ee tar iff r e­ 
visions in the last eight year s. Fir st 
the M cK inley bill, which levied an 
aver age duty of about 47 per cent 
on 4,cx x > ar ticles; second the W il­ 
son bill, wdiich levied an aver age 


jduty of about 39 
per cent, 
and 
thir d the Dingkw bill, wlych levies 
an aver age duty of 57 per cent. 
The Wilson bill as it passed the 
house was a mer itor ious measur e, 
but five democr ats in the senate 
tur ned Judases, joined the r epubli­ 
cans and cut and slashed the bill 
and spoiled it. 
The Amer ican people never con­ 
sider mor e than one impor tant mea­ 
sur e at a time. 
In 1S92 the tar iff was the issue, 
and upon that Cleveland was elect­ 
ed, but, str ange to say, he did not 
call congr ess together to r efor m the 
tar iff, but he did call it to moilkey 
with the money question. 
In 1896 the money question was 
the issue upon wiiich the r epubli­ 
cans won, but instead of r efor ming 
tlie cur r ency, as they w^er e pledged 
to do, they went to wor k to in­ 
cr ease tar iff taxes. 
The speaker said he believed M c­ 
Kinley had taken Gr over for his 
model and that he is tr aveling the 
same dusty r oad to oblivion that 
Gr over tr od. 
^ h e tar iff' is simply a tax upon 
the people and they submit to it 
because it is disguised, it is col­ 
lected by the mer chants who sell 
the goods upon which duties ar e 
levied. 
He r idiculed the Dingley bill for 
its 
pr etense 
of 
pr otecting 
the 
far mer by a duty upon wheat and 
cor n and its duties upon 
str aw, 
milk, 
eggs 
and 
cabbage. 
The 
far mer ’s pr oducts, 
he 
explained, 
ar e mor e than sufficient to supply 
the home demand, they ar e expor ted 
and no tar iff can r aise the pr ice, 
and hence the far mer is not bene­ 
fited. 
He next showed how the D in g ­ 
ley bill had r aised the pr ice of lum­ 
ber and tended to pr event people 
fr om building houses and thus de- ‘ 
pr ived 
labor ing 
men 
of 
wor k, 
while at the same time their ex­ 
penses wer e incr eased by the added 
duties on woolen goods and other 
ar ticles they buy. 
To show even pr ejudiced r epub­ 
licans that the tar iff is a tax upon 
the Amer ican people, he quoted 
what M cK inley had said in pr aise 
of the bill placing sugar on the fr ee 
list. 
M cKinley, the gr eat apostle 
of pr otection, said when the duty 
on sugar was r emoved: 
“ 
B y put­ 
ting sugar on the fr ee list we have 
left $42,000,000 in the pockets of 
the Amer ican people,” 
and added 
that “ 
that was sufficient to build 
42,000 houses costing $1,000 each.” 
The speaker said the tar iff took 
fr om the people the money they 
had ear ned to suppor t their wives 
and childr en and gave it to the fa­ 
vor ed few in the east. 
T h a t’s w hy 
he opposed it, and he did not un­ 
der stand 
how 
r epublicans, 
who 
loved their childr en as well as he 
did 
his, 
could 
suppor t 
such 
a 
policy. 
He next touched upon the war 
r evenue bill. 
He explained that 
the democr ats had for months ur ged 
congr ess to come to the r elief of the 
the 
Cubans 
by 
gr anting 
them 
belliger ent r ights, 
but M cKinley 
and Reed had for ced r epublican 
member s to vote against all such 
effor ts. 
Finally 
the 
r epublicans 
“ 
hear d fr om home” and would no 
longer be dictated to by the basses. 
He believed, however , that if 
M cK inley or Cleveland had acted 
pr omptly and r ecognized the inde­ 
pendence 
of 
Cuba 
ther e would 
have been no war . 
Democr ats voted for ever y appr o­ 
pr iation needed by the ar my and 
navy, but they 
par ted 
company 
with the r epublicans when it came 
to levying the taxes. 
The r epublicans pr oposed what 
is known as the war r evenue bill— 
a measur e that puts 
bur densome 
and vexatious taxes upon the peo­ 
ple, taxes, checks, deeds, medicines, 
and a host of other things includ­ 
ing telegr aph messages, but which 
did not tax 
thi 
gr eat 
Wester n 
U nion 
telegr aph 
company, 
and 
also 
pr ovided 
for 
an 
issue 
of 
long ter m bonds. 
The democr ats opposed this ob­ 
noxious measur e and pr oposed to 
supply the funds by coining the

bear ing legal tender gr eenbacks and

000— in the tr easur y, and the war 
has only cost about $175,000,000. 
But the r epublican

He cr iticised A lger for pennit- 
tiiig our soldier s to suffer in the 
midst of abundance. 
lie declar ed that t! c silver ques­

The speaker complimented the 
M issour i 
delegation

DEATH IS THE PENALTY. 


(’omiiiittYil the ( lime in Order 1'Iiat 
He Misflit Marry a Vounir Lady 
of Toptk a, Kan>as. 


\ ' k u x ()n , Tex., Sept. 2i^.— Yes­ 
terday at 2:15 the jury in the M or­ 
rison murder case brought in the 
tollowing verdict : 
“ We, ihie jury, find the defend­ 
ant, G. E. Morrison, guilty, and 
assess the penalty at death. 


*‘C . A. R i ch i e , Forem an.’’ 
The testimony all through show­ 
ed that the murder of !Mrs. IMorri- 
son was premeditated and delib­ 
erate. 
W hen the verdict was announced 
the defendant turned deathly pale. 
Ilis sister, Tvliss Adah Aiorri>on, 
sitting by his side, shriek ed, and 
they embraced. 
The jury was polled, and eacli 
member answered that the above 
was the verdict. 
It was no sur­ 
prise to the public, and especially 
to those who had heard the evi­ 
dence in the case. 
M iss Adah Morrison is a clerk 
in tiie postoffice at Los Angeles, 
Cal. 
The defendant’s father, Rev. 
A. J>. Morrison, is now pastor of 
the Central Avenue M. E. church 
at Los Angeles. 
The 
poisoned 
wife’s maiden name was Jvlinnie 
Bradv. 
They 
were married 
at 
Carbondale, 111., in iSSo. 
Morrison 
was 
a 
^lethodist 
preacher and was stationed at l^an 
Handle, Tex. 
The night of the 
murder, he and his wife attended 
church, and his sermon was un­ 
usually short. 
He excused himself 
by claiming that his throat was 
troubling him. 
On their return 
home, Mrs. Morrison retired and 
complained of a headache. 
Morri­ 
son liad bought a lot of strychnine 
from the druggist the day before, 
saying that varmints were catch­ 
ing ilis chick ens. 
Morrison filled 
a capsule and IMrs. Morrison took 
it. 
Morrison peeled two peaches 
and gave them to his wife, parts 
of which slie ate. 


POISONING DETAILS. 
A fter a short interval Mrs. M or­ 
rison felt very severe pains in her 
stomach, and ask ed her husband to 
go after the doctor. iMorrison went 
to a neighbor’> house and told tliem 
that his wife \vas ill, and to go 
over. 
Morrison claims that lie had 
gone to bed, but the testimony 
siiowed that only one side of the 
bed had been disturbed, and tliat 
Ids neck tie was neatly adjusted and 
ids shoe‘s laced to the top. 
On 
reaching the house the lady ask ed 
Mrs. Morrison what was the m at­ 
ter, and the latter replied that she 
never had such feelings in her life, 
and ask ed for the doctor to be 
brought with his stomach pump. 
After going home Morrison went 
to the depot and in(iuired if the 
doctor had gone olY on a stock 
train, as he had heard that his wife 
\vas not well. 
Finding the doctor 
had left town, he returned home, 
and then it was that his wife re­ 
ceived the poison. 
Friends gath­ 
ered about the iSIornson home. The 
preacher claimed that his wife had 
tak en a dose of quinine, and that 
lie had peeled two peaches, one for 
her and the other for himself. 
He 
manifested a great anxiety for those 
present to examine the box of qui­ 
nine and peach 
peeling, saying : 
“ Inhere they are; I ate one, and it 
div not hurt m e." 
Mrs. Morrison 
luivi spasm after spasm, and re­ 
quested 
the 
neighbors 
not 
to 
dLturb her. 
A t the same time 
he 
would go 
to 
her 
bedside 
and 
shower 
k isses 
on 
her 
face, which would invariably throw 
lier into convulsions. 
She died in 
less than three hours after the ad­ 
ministering of the poison. 
The case was first 
transferred 
from Panhandle City to Canadian, 
and from there to this place. From 
the testimony it appears that^the 
motive for poisoning his wife was 
that lie might marry Miss A nna 


Whittlesey, a woman of considéra-! 
ble wealth and a member of the j 
Whittlesey Mercantile Company, 
of Topek a, Kan., to wliom he was 
engaged to be married before lie 
poisoned his wife. 
M i s s W hittle­ 
sey was an old schooimiHo of Mor­ 
rison 
at McKendree CuHciie. at 
Lebanon, Ih. 


T H E W A c i E s OF S I N . 
The text of his >ermon on the fa­ 
tal night was : “ The Wages of Sin 
is D eath.” 
His wife occupied lier 
usual seat in tlie choir, 
(hi (Octo­ 
ber 9. the day before his wife’s 
death, he wrote a very atfectionate 
letter to Miss Wdiittlesey, saying he 
was shaping his business so as to 
be with her. IMiss W’hittlesey had, 
up to the time of his arrest at T o­ 
pek a, confided in his tale of wealth 
and of his being unmarried. 
Slie 
returned the engagement ring to 
him while he was in jail at Topek a. 
He had on Saturday, October 9, 
carried the strychnine back to the 
druggist, telling IMr. Cahart that 
he had concluded not to use it, as 
his wife objected to him using 
poison, that it migiit k ill the neigh­ 
bors’ dogs and cats; but evidently 
a capsule had been k ept, as the 
symptoms that his wdfe died with 
were, according to the testimony 
of physicians, strychnine poison- 
ing. 
Mesdames Hill and Pollard gave 
a clear description of the dying 
paroxysms of Mrs. ^lorrison. 
Oc­ 
tober 13, the day after the burial of 
his wife, Moxrison wrote a loving 
letter to îviiss \\ liittlesey at T o­ 
pek a, telling her that lie would be 
with her on or about October 24, 
and that things were now in sucfi 
a shape that they could marry, and 
for her to look out. that he had 
some nice presents, such as furni­ 
ture, etc., that he had been k eep­ 
ing for her.
